HINTS ABOUT PIGS. 


Suppose you have a pure bred sow, and 
want to handle her in the best manner, 
Feed her well from birth to, say 9 months 
old, and tet her have plenty of exercise if 
possible, and if out of a spring Litter she 
may go to the bear in November or Des 
cember- If she is strong and in goed health 
it will not harm herto have a litter at a 
year old or so. Still it often makes a much 
better sow to let her run toa year or two 
or three months over, before serving, and 
in falllittered sows always let them yo 
the full year before serving. Once in pis 
let the sow have plenty of food and good, 
and a good run until a few days before far. 
rowing, then put her in the pen, roomy,and 
dry, and feed as she is to be fed after far- 
rowing. Among the best foods are scalded 
shorts or bran, with skim milk, and some 
oil meal at times to loosen the bowels and 
prevent the frequent constipation. If she 
is uneasy at firstin the pen, she may be 
let out an hour or two in the morning, 
come back fora teed, let out again, and 
come in for the night, and she will) soon 
get used to the great change. If vou have 
a quiet sow, and those of wood breed are 
genegally so, handle her, co inte the pen 
and make her familiar with whoever is to 
attend during farrowing, and after, as it 
will save great tromble Ifthe weather is 
favorable when the litter is fonr or five 
weeks old, the sow may be let out) once or
